Drew’s recommendation, poUce said, 
was based on information furnished 
by District Attorney Earl Warren 
and Police Captain Alex Trotter.

Where we find liquor be¬ 
ing sold in violation of the City 
Ordinance\prohibiting such sale be¬ 
tween 1 and 6 a. m.. we are going 
to ask the Equalization Board to 
•revoke the liquor license. Where 
restaurants are found, selling liquor 
in off hours, we are also going to 
seek revocation of the restaurant’s 
license.”

Mario Gallo appeared before Po¬ 
lice Judge Edward J. Tyrrell today, 
pleaded not guilty, and jury trial 
gj^as set for February 13. 

The elder Gallo, one-time asserted 
‘big shot” of Eastbay bootleggery, 
has served time in San Quentin 
prison for grand larceny on convic¬ 
tion as a bunco artist, ^nd has been

‘‘Gallo’s violation of the law, if 
any, was so slight that it looks 
seriously as if police were going out 
of their way to harass him,” de¬ 
cided Sullivan.

Just 
a technical violation of the closing 
ordinance. Gallo employs 15 per¬ 
sons in his cabaret, and keeps a 
respectable place. What if he did 
serve time for a felony many years 
ago? Is that any reason why he 
shbulde be hounded when he’s going 
straight?” 

Meanwhile Joseph Soare.s, chief 
enforcement officer for the Eastbay 
district, has completed his investiga¬ 
tion of Gallo and four other Oak¬ 
land liquor licensees against whom 
police have complained and for¬ 
warded his reports to Sacramento.
